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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) filed on 9/28/05 has been considered 
by the examiner and is found to be cumulative to the art of record. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 -4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mandal (US 6,041,861 published Mar. 28, 2000). 

Mandal teaches evaluating a cased bond impedance of a free pipe, fully 
cemented and fully debonded borehole (fig. 2) . Figure 6 discloses the algorithm for 
evaluating the bond. Although Mandal does not specifically disclose the claimed 
equations, said equations merely implement well-known wave analysis methods. <t> is 
the weight of the measured waveform and A, as is claimed, is the wave attenuation. 
Upon reflection/transmission, the acoustic waves superimpose. Each wave's 
contribution to the superimposed wave is weighted, O, in order to reflect the wave's 
contribution to the sum. As is expected, the weights must sum to unity. Further, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would invert these equations to solve the respective attenuations. 
These attenuations, as are impedances, are functions of the density of their respective 
mediums. Consequently, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
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the time the invention was made to use well known wave analysis methods to evaluate 
the bond casings of Mandal for the advantage of assessing the borehole condition.
